Study: Teens are fat 
from french fries, chips 





NEW ORLEANS (AP) - Kids 
aren't fat just because they’re 
- - couch' potatoes-bui-because-lhey- 
stuff themselves with mountains 
of potatoes cooked the least 
healthy way, a researdicr.s.'iys. * 
Potato chips and French fries 
make up more than one-<)uarter 
of the vegetable servings eaten by 
children, and nearly one-third of 
the veggies eaten by teen-agers, 
according to a survey compO^Tv 
Catherine Champagne of LSU’s 
Pennington Biomedical Rescai^ 
Institute. 

It’s not surprising, considering 
the number of people who jam 
mall food courts and burger 
joints, said Champagne, wht\ cal- 
culated the information from 
USDA annual surveys for 199^9C. 

“It just sort of confirmed what 
I suspected - that for some peo- 
ple the only way they get vegeta- 
bles might be in this form. And

Champagne, an associate 
research professor at Pennington 
and a registered dietitian, used 
— the — U.S_ Department — of — 
Agriculture’s Continuing Survey 
of Food Intakes by Individuals. 

That survey’s database trans- 
lates each kind of food in t o food 
pyramid servings. For'ins'tancc, 


French fries are both vegetable 
and fat. A supcrdcluxc pizza 
includes bread, -fat, -cheescrUicat<- 
and vegetables. 

Tlie USDA defines a serving of 
vegetables a.s- 1 cup nf r.iw leafy 
vegetables, a half- cup of other 
vegetables, or .75 cup of veg- 
etable juice. 

Cliampugne looked at the total 
figures for ve geta bles, then 
‘'cljeck'ed'fnrfrics and chips, and 
worked out ivhat pcrcenttige they 
made up of the total She present- 
ed her findings at a conference 
sponsored by the National 
Institutes of Health and others at 
Emory University. 

She found that even children 
younger than 7 years old got 273 
percent of ihctr vegetables as 
fries and chips.

PINEDALE, Wyo. (AP) - Four 
grizzly bears were trapped in the 
Gros Ventre Mountains and r^o- 
caied after a series of deadly 
' attacks on livestock, officials

Three of the bears are believed 
to have killed five calves in one 
week on a grazing allotment in 
the Bridgcr-Tcton National 
Forest near Leeds Creek, about 
10 miles north of the Big ^nd of 
the Green River. 

A sow and two yearlings were 
moved from the area and 
— rcl e a s cd - j ust east of Yellowstone 
National Pork on Aug. 28. 

— While-riding on horsebadrin- 
the area earlier that week, U.S. 
Wildlife Services District 
Suj^ridsor Mcnill N£lsbn c^e 
upon the bears feeding on a 
freshly killed coif. 

“That grisly was Just tossing- 
that calf - a 500-pound bull - 
around like a rag doll,” Nelson 
told the Pincdole Roundup.

The team also followed what it 
called “rational drug design."

. NSC D 694332 so that it binds, 
more rigidly to tumor cells and 
stabilizes the cell to keep it from 
rapidly dividing. > 

In the first tc^t phase at the 


National Cancer Institute, the 
-drug inhiblted-12-diffcrenrcan-~ 
cer cells, including six lines of 
leukemia, three cell lines of 
melanoma, two of breast cancer 
and onc'ccU line of renal cancer. 

The institute has screened 
olmost 700,000 compounds since 
1971 and of those, only 2S per- 
cent are promising enough to 
move on to the biological equa- 
tion of the drug screening 
process. 

The second round of biologi- 
cal evaluation involves testing 
on living organisms. That will- 
cakc up to eight months to 
complete and. if successful, 
NSC D 694332 will face further 
testing.

People get them eveiy day, pop 
a few over-the-counter pain 
relie ver s end’of-thnjbbingrcnd' 
of story. 

But for millions, headache is 
more than just a mere throbbing 
annoymice. 

“Esdnuitcs arc that os many as 
20 perccht of people with 
headaches could and should 
require medical attention in their 
lifetime," said Dr. Creed 
Pettigrew, a University of 
.. .Kentucky mcuralogisc-ond direc- 
tor of the stroke program at the 
5unders-Brown C^tcr on Aging 
"That means that millions of peo- 
ple within a given year in the 
U.S. should seek care." 

In a 1996 survey by the National 
Mental Health A^odadon, 21 per- 
cent of the adults who were polled 
reported a bad hea^che at least * 

- once a week.

- tie- more frequent these days," ' 

, , said pt. W. Jeffry Post, a family 
medicine physidan in Lexington, 
Ky. He esdmates that about 10 
percent of his patients list 
headache as their primary com- 
plaint. And some padents with

types of jeiious headache. 

But before hitting the doctor’s 
ofHce, it’s important to be able to 
spot serious headache symptoms: 

• Severe pain with a sudden 
o nset. "P eople might feel som e- 
thing like, TTs^he worst 
headache of my life,"’ said Dr. 
Lclond Irwin, an emergency med- 
icine phyddop at Central Baptist 
hospital. "That’s one to take 
notice of.” 

Sometimes, extremely severe, 
sudden headache pain is an indi- 
cation of a brain hemorrhage or 
aneurysm, which is a life-threat- 
ening emergency. Any new, dif- 
— ferem orworse of headaches 

should be evaluated by a doaor. 

• Other symptoms with 
headache. Most serious arc per- 
sistent fever, weakness or 
reduced function in the arms or 
legs, confusion or unconscious- 
ness. Symptoms help doctors

However, 
some people belch frequent^, and 
it becomes annoying anfl 
embarrassing. Belching is the result 
of too much air in the siomach, it 
gets there by being swallowed "

windpipe in a belch. The more a 
person swallows, the more air goes 
iQto^lhe., siomach and ihejnore— 
belching. Some people are known 
as air swallowers. They gulp large 
arnounis of air when eating or 
drinking; they may produce larger 
quantities of saliva that requires 
frequent swallowing;. or they just
